1. Vlethod for addressing a person or 
organisation v£a electronic means, wherein the addresses 
of people and/oV organisations are stored in a database, 
wherein the addresses from the database are linked to 
publicly accessible data such as name, telephone numbers, 
fax number and/or \postal codes.

24. Method as claimed in one\pr more of the 
foregoing claims, wherein the database forms part of an 
internet site. \ 

25. Method as claimed in one on more of the 
foregoing claims, further comprising steps for searching 
for messages on the basis of the data of cVaim 4 . 

26. Method as claimed in one or more of the 
foregoing claims, further comprising steps for deleting 
messages which have for instance been superseded by a new 
version or of which the period of validity hjas elapsed. 



27. Method bs claimed in one or more of the 
foregoing claims, wherein steps are further provided for 
securing and/or encoding .the message traffic 

28. Method as Claimed in claim 28, wherein 
steps are provided for performing matters with high 
security requirements/ sucn\ as 

identif ication/authenticatLdn^ifor instance for the 
purpose of financial transactions such as payments, on 
the basis of the security and/or encoding. 

29. Computer or a number of mutually coupled 
computers provided with memory stace for storing the 
database and software for performing the method as 
claimed in one or more of the foregoing claims.
